Surplus of $60,000 in Four Months 
—Advises Obsolescence Fund 
of $120,000 a Year

writing off of $120,000 annually to 
take care of obsolescence of machin- 


ery, @tc, and the reduction of the 
price for power charged to the elec- 
tric light and street railway depart- 


ments are the main) recommendations 
mate by Superintendent R, H. Par- 
sons, in his report to the city commis- 
vloners in reply to their request for 

“a statement showing thé cost of pro- 
duction, with thorough regard to ob- 
solescence charges,” 

Saving of 31 Per Cent. 

During seven of the, heaviest 
months of the year—November io 
May, both inchusive—the = electrical 
vutput of the plant represented ‘un 
aggregate of 11,028,535 k.w.h., while 
the total cost of production, including 
interest and sinking fund, amounted 


to $225,086.26, or 2.04 cents per 
k.w.h. 
“This figure,” says Mr. Parsons, 


“may be compared with the figure of 
2 cents per k.w.h,, which was the 
average cost of production during the 
previous twelve months, so that a re- 
duction of over 31 per cent has been 
effected in the economy of the power 
plant since last November,” 
Capitaliged at $1,368,921, 

By writing off a sum of $120,000 
annually »far obsglesence,. Superin- 
tendent Parsons stated that the plant 
would, be brought down to a proper 
capitalization within four or. five 
years, Exactly which pieces of ma- 
chinery and buildings should be writ- 
ten off tirst might be decided la'ter, 
as the great thing was to start a fund 
for the purpose, 

“At the end of 
year the capitaliz 
stood \at $1,868, 
080,588.15 represented 
the land, buildings and machinery, 
ete, for the generation of electric 
power, including a fair proportion of 
the cost of intakes and Jow-lift pumps 
which'serve both the power plant :nd 
the water works. The rated capacity 
of thg plant at this time was 5,975 
k.w.--this figure including every unit 
on tittior ‘side of ‘the river, bégard- 
less of conditions 

Mmeftective Machinery. 

“Not more than about 4,000 kw. 
of the total capacity of the plant 
could be counted as effective or rea- 
sonably economical machinery, and 
on this basis we Were capitalized at 
$270 per k.w. of rated capacity, This 
tigure is more than twice as high as il 
should even had the plant been 
equipped With the . refinements and 
labor-saving “appliances of a modern 
wtation Moreover, a great deal of 
money. had, and still has, to be spent 
in making necessary alterations and 
repairs to the plant, 

Reduce Charges. 

“From the six months’ experience 
1 had then had with the plant, at the 
commencement of the present finan- 
clal year I fglt confident that not only 
could we set aside “this large sum 
yearly ($120,000) from economies 
which might be effected, but that we 
could also reduce the price of power 
at the same ‘time, I therefore recom- 
mend that the price of power be re-

Bylaw w De Submitted to City Coun. 
cll Will Embrace Regulations Hav- 


ing for Thelr Object the Minimiz- 
ing of Fire Mazard in the City. 


With the object of minimising 


been prepared provdng for a fire pat- 


rol system and other methods for the 


preventon of fires. The bylaw will 
come up at the méeting of the 
cuouncll tonight, It is called “A by- 
Jaw for limiting fire hazard in 


City of Badmonton and for the creat 


tion of a fire pattol system and yther 
matters for te purpose of protection 


from fire,” It will be known as uy- 
law No. 517. 


Fire Chief at Head. 


Under the -byslaw a fire patrol wit 
be established and will be under the 
direction of the chief of the fire de- 
partinent, favh member of the fire 
patrol will be required, while per- 
forming patrol duty, to weer, in addi- 
tion to the uniform of the fire de- 
partment, a badge on the lapel of his 
coat, indicating his authority to in- 
spect premises. There will be a fire 
marshall, who will also be subject to 
the chief of the fire department, who 
wlil be responsible for the epforee- 
ment of the provisions of the by-law 
and will institute proceedings where 
the by-law is contravened. 

The chief of the fire department 
shall have control over and be charg- 
ed with the enforcement of all the 
by-laws relating to the storage, sale 
and transportation pf oils and = ex- 
plosives or other inflamma bie 
material; and also, except in certain 
cases, over the muintenance and in- 
stallation of ofi-burning, heating and 
power plants. 

Inspection of Buildings. 

All fire apparatus will come under 
his direction and the regulation of 
passages and exits, et: All build- 
ings must be inspected for fire protec- 
tion, with the exception of single de- 
tached dwelling houses, vefore being 
occupied, The chief will be obliged 
to inspect at intervals not greater than 
ninety days “every workshop, factory, 
theatre and moving picture show, 
school building and detention build- 
ing, with a view to determining whe- 


ther such places are constructed and 
inaintained in accordance with the 
provisions of the by-law.” Reports 


ef cach inspection are to be filed in 
his office, Patrolinen are empower- 
ed to enter buildings for inspection 
purposes on®obtaining the consent of 
the owner or after 24 hours’ notice 
has been given. 

Building By-laws Stand. 

The by-law wit! Net over-ride the 
usual building by-laws, but altera- 
Uons may be ordeted in cases where 
such are nevessary in the Interests of 
public safety. YUwners may appeal 
from the order of the chief of the fire 
Gepartment to the commissioners 
within ten days er an order has 
been issued, 

The by-law provides that rubbish or 
substance liable to spontaneous com- 
bustion must not be stored within 100 
feet of any building. Fire-proof re- 
ceptacies must be used for ashes, No 
street Car may be Tun past any sema- 
phove or signal Lén established bs 
the fire departmeng whiJe such signa! 
is operative. ‘tt will be an offence 
to drive over any. hose belonging to 
the department. 

Regulate Signs. 

Signs are to be ‘regulated. 
placed bigher than the third 
window muct be faced with metal or 
asbestos board, and cloth signs may 
nyt be used for a longer. period than 
fifteen days All. aisles and passage 
Ways in public buildings must be kept 
free from obec ruction during services 
or performances, Fines or ‘impri- 
sonnicent not exceeding thirty days are 
provided for infractions of the by- 
laws,
